The  simplest  parallel  is  that  of  the  Swiss  Alps,  and  the  Canadian 
Rockies  have  been  described  as  fifty  Switzerlands  thrown  into  one.  Snowy  peaks, 
glaciers,  rugged  precipices,  waterfalls,  foaming  torrents,  canyons,  lakes  like  vast  sap- 
phires and  amethysts  set  in  the  pine-clad  mountains — these  have  been  flung  together 
in  unparalleled  profusion  on  a  scale  which  Europe  has  never  known.
